We Owe $35,000 For 1968 


The school department’s 1968 
expense budget is deficient by 
about $35,000 in unpaid bills from 
last year, the school committee 
announced Monday night. 

A subcommittee of the school- 
men, who must ask town meeting 
to include this amount in their 
1969 budget, will evaluate and re- 
vise the accounting methods of the 
school department responsible for 
these errors. 

The deficiency was discovered 
by the town accountant who in- 
formed Supervisor of General 
Services Jack Berberian on Jan. 
19, 

Berberian, who is responsible 
for the school department’s ex- 
pense budget, said the deficiency 
was due to human error and also 
partly to the limitations of the 
school’s. bookkeeping machine 
which he said showed more money 
left in the expense budget than 
really was there. 

Berberian told the TOWNSMAN 
the deficiency was due to a com- 
bination of overspending in the 
budget items of school supplies, 
equipment and textbooks, plus 
omissions and mistakes in posting 
other expenditures, in transporta- 
tion and insurance. He explained 
that the secretary using the book- 
keeping machine was fairly new, 
and inexperienced in municipal 
accounting. 
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As a result, the expense budget 
emptied before the normal arrival 
of about 50 end-of-the-year bills 
totalling $34,850.53, which cannot 
be paid until town meeting acts. 

Chairman Dr. Richard A. Katz’s 
statement pointed out that although 
the School Department’s total 1968 
budget shows a surplus (due to a 
salary budget surplus of about 


$44,000), none of this can be used 
to cover the deficiency in the ex- 
pense budget. The salary and ex- 
pense budgets of the school de- 
partment, each votedon separately 
by town meeting, must each se- 
parately return their surplus tothe 
town to reduce the next year’s tax 
rate. 

Superintendent Edward I, Erick- 
son said the school department 
took full responsibility for the 
‘ferrors of omission and commis- 
sion’? and said it was most em- 
barassing. ‘‘It never should have: 
happened, but it happened, and 
there you are.’’ 


Committeemen Fred Fitzgerald 
and William King are the sub- 
committee appointed by Katz to 
work with Erickson and Berberian 
to evaluate and revise the school 
department’s method of handling 
finances and expenditures, es- 
pecially with regard to effective 
control by the supervisor of 
general services.

Water damage to carpeting in 
the Bancroft school, amounting to 
several thousand dollars, will be 
replaced at no expense tothe town, 
according to Town Manager 
Richard J, Bowen. 

The damage which was caused by 
rain last week and a problem with 


an outside vent, is the responsi- 


bility of the general contractor, 
the manager said. 

He also said that the damage 
would have no effect onthe planned 
opening date of the school - follow- 
ing the mid-winter February vaca- 
tion. 

The damage is in a room near 
the entrance to the school. The 
moat which surrounds the school 
contains vents and drains to carry 
off surface water. Apparently the 
contractor or landscaper, did not 
properly vent the particular area, 
or a drain was ‘plugged, thus 
causing the water to enter the 
building and soak the carpeting 
already installed. 

The padding under the carpet 
will have to be completely re- 
moved and replaced. It is possible 
that the actual carpeting may be 
salvaged. 

In any case the loss, at this 
point is not going to be the respon- 
sibility of the town, Bowen said 
the general contractor is entirely 
responsible and would have to make 
any replacements necessary. 

Leakage from roof areas has 
also been seen, but is due largely 
to the building not as yet being 
tightened up. Roofers have not 
completed work in some areas 
and these problems are expected 
to be corrected prior to the school 
opening. 

In one section water was seeping 
in quite heavily on Friday, the day 
of the heavy rainfall, but this was 
due to the peak of the roof not 
having been sealed as yet. 

There was no carpeting installed 
in this area as yet and workmen 
were still finishing the interior 
walls and wooded studded ceiling. 

The walls, which are composed 
principally of cement block, still 
must be washed down from the 
dampness and will be cleaned prior 
to the opening.

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A silicone type material is being 
used to prevent rain anddampness 
from penetrating the building. An 
initial coat has been applied in 
some areas, but a second coat will 
be required. 

Officials still feel that the school 
will be open to pupils after the 
february vacation, Carpeting is 
being placed throughout the school 
and a number of workmen are 
putting finishing touches onvarious 
areas of the school. 

Complete landscaping work will 
have to wait until spring or when 
the weather improves for such 
work to be done.

Secondary Education Has 
Some Dynamic Changes 


(A TOWNSMAN News Feature) 

High School Principal Philip 
Wormwood took time out during 
midyear exam week to chart some 
of the dynamic changes in second- 
ary education and explain some 
innovations beginning at Andover 
High. 

Regimented patterns that keep 
students in self-contained class- 
room groups are on their way out, 
says Wormwood, They are being 
replaced by varied and flexible 
patterns, programs are adapted 
to fit each individual student. 

Why? Because there is greater 
variety among students, for one 
thing. Part of this is due to family 
mobility, a lot of it is because of 
today the schools retain and 
educate everyone, and serve broad 
variety of interests. 

The demands of society today 
are of such variety, Wormwood 
reminded us, that educational pro- 
grams must adapt to contain 
greater variety of courses, and 
reflect greater recognition of stu- 
dent differences. 

The same concepts that are 
bringing in non-graded classes and 


team teaching to lower grades also

the principal toia.us, the emphasis 
is on independent work and in- 
dividual study situations, with im- 
portant results: 

Wormwood’s prediction; major 
future developments in high school 
programs will depend largely on 
student attitude and acceptance of 
student responsibility. 

Honor Study Program 

In illustration, the Andover prin- 
cipal unveiled an Honor Study Pro- 
gram, developed by the high 
school’s Faculty-Student Com- 
mittee, which has been planning 
together since early fall. 

Within the next week or ten 
days, all high school seniors will 
receive an Honor Study Pass, 
which will give them the privilege 
of deciding for themselves where 
and how to best spend their study 
time between classes. 

Seniors may go to oneof several 
unsupervised study halls, where 
small groups may quietly work 
together or on their own, They 
may spend their free periods in 
the student lounge, in the library, 
with a previously obtained pass, or 
in conference with a teacher. 

If a student has checked out his 
plan a day in advance, he may 
spend his free periods working 
in the science lab, the math or 
language labs, or the industrial 
arts rooms,

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Architect Says BancroftAs 
Safe As Any Other School 


When William Warner, Provi- 
dence architect of the Bancroft 
school, spoke at the Bancroft PTA 
meeting at South School last Wed- 
nesday, he answered some ques- 
tions by parents which may have 
been on other Andover minds as 
well; 

*On safety - There are wood 
beams and rafters in the build- 
ing. Is Bancroft more vulnerable 
to fire than conventional schools? 

Mr. Warner’s answer: that the 
building is of mill-type construc- 
tion, a type approved by the safety 
code of the Commonwealth. He 
pointed out that the wood used 
exceeds state standards of thick- 
ness, which makes it very hard 
to ignite; he used the analogy of the 
difficulty of lighting a log with 
a match compared to the ease of 
lighting a thinner piece of wood. 
Warner stated that the steel beam 
holding the roof up over the head 
of the audience at that moment, 
would collapse and fall on them, 
if the building were on fire, long 
before a wood beam of the same 
size. 

*On noise and the cost of heat- 
ing, in an open-plan school - The 
architect pointed out that the build- 
ing is actually of mixed design, 
with lots of open space, but many 
secluded and closed spaces, such 
as the corner music, shop art 
and science rooms, the ‘‘living 
room,’’? and the two small closed 
studies adjoining each of the grade 
level areas. 
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As tor costs, he cited a Bos- 
ton newspaper article which com- 
pared the construction cost of 
Bancroft with that of the average 
school built in Massachusetts, and 
found they were the same. Yet, 
said Warner, Bancroft has more 
space for the money than the 
average school in the Common- 
wealth, and has air conditioning 
and carpeting throughout. The 
carpeting provides acoustical in- 
sulation which PTA president Her- 
mann Rochwarg corroborated as 
excellent. 

As for heating costs, the archi- 
tect told PTA members that the 
oil fired heating system was chosen 
for economy as well as effective- 
ness. He recalled that on a night 
in December as cold as ten de- 
grees below zero, the heat had 
to be shut off between 4 a.m. and 
8 a.m. The workmen coming in 
at 8 a.m., said Warner, were sur- 
prised to find that the temperature 
in the building ranged from a low 
of 64 in the furthest corners, to 
70 degrees. He explained that the 
Bancroft floor was one-inch in- 
sulation over a four-inch wood 
deck, which is an unusually ef- 
fective means of floor insulation, 
Warner said he did not think that 
the town would find Bancroft an 
expensive building to heat. 

The architect showed slides of 
the school, explaining the design 
and the philosophy behind it to a 
responsive full house. 

Warner showed howthe mech- 
anical functions of the building are 
not hidden from view, but delib- 
erately exposed as part of the 
total design. He hopes that partof 
the learning experience of children 
at Bancroft will be to observe and 
understand how a building is put 
together and how it works. He 


| praised the pride and care many 


of the workers took in handsomely 
constructing and finishing exposed 
structural and mechanical parts 
of the building which conventional 
construction hides behind ceilings 
and false walls. 

Warner, who is the father of 
four school-age children, said he 
hoped for an opportunity to meet 
his ‘‘ultimate clients.’’ the child- 
ren who will go to the school. 
He would like the chance to ask 
them for some art work to com- 
plete the design, particularly in 
the library. 

The architect ended with his 
own educational credo that ‘‘the 
more a school respects the integ- 
rity of children, by involving them 
to their ability and capacity and 
responsibility, the more they re- 
spond.’’

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Schools Could 
Be Updated 


Architect Frank Crimp re- 
ported to the school committee 
Tuesday that it was feasible to 
update and expand Central, as 
well as South and Sanborn Schools, 
to be ‘three good schools, of 30 
classrooms each,’’ with modern 
instructional material centers, 
with adequate cafeteria, indoor 
and outdoors play space. 

South and Sanborn would have 


two groups of six classrooms 
each, centered around an instruc- 
tional materials center (library, 
Audio-visual, etc.), while Central 
would have a two story plan, with 
fifth and sixth grades up a new 
stairway from. such a learning 
center. Central School would also 
acquire an adequate cafeteria and 
kitchen, Crimp said, properly 
placed away from the classroom 
area, The feasibility study 
avocated razing ‘‘leaky’’ Stowe, 
as Crimp termed the elderly build- 
ing presently housing fifth and 
sixth graders. 

Committeemen concluded that 


— 


the costs, about the same per 
square foot as at West Addition, 
would mean that the town wouldget 
the pupil equivalent of two conven- 
tional schools at less than the cost 
of building new. 

Crimp’s feasibility study es- 
timated the total costs, including 
building, site, planning, insurance, 
commission costs, and 5% contin- 
gency fund, and the building’s 
equipment, at $1,390,000 for Cen- 
tral, $1,120,000 for Sanborn and 
$1,275,000 for South School. 

The school committee began 
talking toward a planning grant for 
overcrowded Central School, 
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agreeing with Committeeman Wil- 


liam King that the construction 


should be begun as soon as possi- 
ble to take advantage of the interval 
when the completed West School 
addition will have classroom 
spaces to replace those tem- 
porarily lost when Stowe School is 
razed, The committee seemed 
agreed that Stowe Must Go, 
Committee discussion centered 
around the questions of whether the 
South and Sanborn plans offered 
enough teaching stations for phy si- 
cal education, combining as they do 
a cafeteria and auditorium or a 


gym and auditorium. 
Crimp said that additional gym 


‘space could be added to the plans 


easily. Crimp’s Central School 
plan already affords the three 
teaching stations the committee 
feels is desirable. 

Question also arose on whether 
the Central site is large enough. 
Crimp said that by razing Stowe, 
extra outdoor play space would be 
added, While he said that the Cen- 
tral site is not as large as that. 
advocated by the Sehool Building 
Assistance Commission, he felt 
exception would be made."

He has seen adefinite 
reduction in the amount of refuse 
found on the trails in the last 
few years. Scouts, ne notes, are 
not only neat themselves, but they 
pick up after the less orderly. 
Undoubtedly, there are others who 
help. In fact some walkers regu- 
larly take along a paper bag for 
storing the offensive papers found 
along the way. 

Last spring, high school boys 
took vacation jobs for one week, 
picking up trash on the streets. 
At the end of that time the town 
looked much better. However, in 
another week, key areas were al- 
most as bad as they had been 
before. Town Manager Richard 
J. Bowen estimates that it would 
take between twenty and twenty- 
five thousand dollars to keep the 
town picked up all year ’round. 

This spring there will probably 
be another clean-up, paint-up week 
with trash removal again offered 
by the town. This helps, but it 
is really not enough. Citizens 
might consider what else could be 
done, as they pick their way along

conduct themselves appropriately 
for a study situation, without being 
bound to a particular desk in a 
particular faculty-policed study 
hall,’”? Wormwood explained. 

The key to the program lies 
in students’ accepting the challenge 
of responsibility for their own be- 
havior, and for wise use of their 
study time. 

A group of about 75 Student 
Leaders will share responsibility 
for control of the program - by 
taking charge of the student lounge 
in the cafeteria, and perhaps some 
corridor duty, but all students with 
honor passes are expected to en- 
courage fellow students to abide 
by school rules and to discourage 
any abuse of the honor privilege. 
An honor study pass is revocable, 
and control will be shared by a 
group of faculty and Student 
Leaders.

He points out that in those areas 
where there traditionally has been 
little or no adult supervision, such 
as in the cafeteria before school, 
where early-bussers gather, and 
in school corridors,-young people 
conduct themselves responsibly. 

‘People who are considered old 
enough to trust with a driver’s 
license, or to trust with the care 
of someone else’s children surely 
are mature enough to make their 
own decisions about the best use of 
their study time betweenclasses.”’ 

Shifting more responsibility onto 
the student for his own learning and 
behavior makes sense to Worm- 
wood. He feels this is the best 
preparation for the freedom of 
choice which students will meet 
when they go on to some form of 
higher education or training, as 
most of them do or to work. There 
is still too great a gap, he says 
between high school and the next 
stage in this regard; it should be 
evolution. ‘‘The time comes for 
every student when he must study 
of his own volition. The sooner 
this-happens, the better.”’ 

But, Wormwood warned, as re- 
gimentation disappears in second- 
ary schools, and more privileges 
are accorded the students, it be- 
comes mandatory that every 
student accept more responsibility 
for his own and for his fellow 
students’ attitude and behavior.”’ 

Other old concepts are being 
questioned, too. Once you accept 
the concept of the individuality of 
each student, says Wormwood, you 
can’t really avoid the concept of 
adapting the program for _ in- 
dividual teachers, and individual 
courses. 


The old time divisions are 


coming under scrutiny. The honor . 


study plan should eventually free 
teachers from studyhall police duty 
and provide more time to work with 
individual students and for variety 
and flexibility in the presentation 
of their subjects. 


Wormwood feels that not only 
students, but teachers, need a 
larger sphere of decision-making 
about learning situations. 

Questions are being asked of 
teachers now: What would be the 
very best time-arrangement of 
your class? Do you want all equal 
chunks of time, or could you do a 
better job if you sometimes had a 
larger chunk of time, and some- 
times smaller ones? What’s the 
best way to present this subject? 
The way its being done now, or 
some other way? 

Why should aH classes last 
exactly 40 minutes? Modular 
scheduling is now in use in some 
high schools, and Andover High 
teachers will have a chance to 
hear about it on Feb. 5 when the 
principal of the Timberlane School, 
an experimental school in 
Plaistow, N. H. will address their 
in- service program. 

The Faculty-Student Committee 
at Artiover High School has been 
holding discussions since, the be- 
ginning of the year, to consider 
programs to get away from some 
of the more rigid educational pat- 
terns. They started from a basis 
of mutual consent, and give-and- 
take, with faculty and student ideas 
entering the discussion on an equal 
basis. 

What Philip Wormwood is trying 
to do is to change from a com- 
pletely administration-dominated 
school to one where there is more 
sharing of ideas and working to- 
gether, de-emphasizing differ- 
ences between students and adults 
in the school and stressing com- 
munity of ideas. 

The principal confessed great 
sympathy with parents viewing 
education today. ‘‘As change in 
our society continues and in- 
creases,’’ he said, ‘‘it becomes 
more and more difficult to relate 
familiarly to the educational ex- 
perience of our children, because 
it is more and more different 
from the experience we had 30 
years ago.”’ 

A possible insight: Perhaps that 
popular cliche, the ‘‘generation 
gap,’’ doesn’t really refer to the 
gap between young people and older 
people, perhaps it really means 
the ever- widening gap between the 
young person’s educational ex- 
perience now and the older per- 
son’s memory of his own educa- 
tional experience at the same 
stage of life.

- The Deficit 


That a municipal department as large as the school 
system should suddenly find themselves $35,000 short at 
the end of the year strikes as being somewhat appalling. 

This is what was discovered this week and described 
as purely human éfrror. 

We go along with the theory that to err is human, but 
to the tune of $35,000 in the town’s largest financial obli- 
gation, is shameful. 

We question where the administrative capabilities were 
in allowing such a happening. ~~ 

We wonder what the school committee is doing when 
they examine the weekly, or monthly warrants. 

~The particular department, which represents close to 
50 per cent of the taxpayer’s annual financial obligation 
to municipal operations, should most assuredly watch its 
dollars and cents more carefully. 

The town auditor, thankfully, was more alert, and 
noticed the credits chalked up to the school department 
operations. 

It does not help matters when a community is facing 
spiralling costs, and particularly in the area of education, 
to find a $35,000 error. 

It does not set well with the taxpayer who looks for- 
lornly at the prospective 1969 tax rate, to realize he is 
$35,000 in the hole from last year. 

Regardless of new help, unsophisticated accounting 


machines, someone, somewhere, should have seen that the 


expenses of 1968 were creeping into 1969. 

We face a monumental task of trying to curb expenses 
in the year ahead. We feel particularly chagrined that we 
now face payment of last year’s bills, 

In the particular area, there is duplication of effort. The 
school department is spending $2,000 to process bills and 
payrolls — a matter which could well be handled by the 
central auditing department in town hall. 

Proof enough is the fact that we are now $35,000 behind 
going into 1969, due to a $2,000 rented machine and some 
errors of ommission and commission which never should 
have been allowed to happen. ; 

Let us set our course anew. Let us have a school com- 
mittee attentive to its $5,000,000 budget. Let us have an 
administration which will keep a watchful eye on that bud- 
get. Last, but not least, let us all be more attentive to 
these money matters. 


Looking toward 1969, none of us can afford to kick in 
for 1968. 


The Consultant 


Once again, we comment on the requirement of retaining 
a consultant to do the work of a local board or committee. 

We refer to the school committee voting to retain the 
services of a Harvard University professor to look into and 
recommend a candidate for superintendent of schools, to 
replace Edward IJ. Erickson who will retire in August. 

We do not quarrel with the funds made available, since 
the cost in minimal. 

The thought is — — — why hire consultants? 

What is wrong with the elected or appointed bodies 
getting down to the work of doing what they are supposed 
to do. 

The answer, of course, comes back, we want the best 
for Andover, and this is the manner in which we can best 
serve the needs of the community. 

Frankly, most towns and cities, if you come right down 
to it, hire consultants to tell them exactly what they want, 
but since it came from a hired source, it takes them off 
the hook. 

The minimal cost in the retaining of a consultant is 
nothing in comparison to. the overall budget. 

But the fact remains, we feel, that in an education- 
minded community, five persons (the school committee) 
most assuredly could examine applications and interview 
candidates for the post, even call upon volunteer assist- 
ance from nearby academic institutions to select a new 
administrator. 

Certainly industry would be hard pressed, if adminis- 
trative replacements required the aid of consultants every 
time a post had to be filled. 


An Oversight? 


We would hope that the appearance of only two candi- 
dates for public office at a PTA meeting last week, was

PTA groups are not supposed to be involved in politics 
and we would hope that the invitation to just two candi- 
dates was an oversight on someone’s part and not a move 
in the direction of power politics. 

What happened, has happened and probably can not be 


corrected. 


We sincerely hope it was an error on someone’s part in 
an organization which has received several state and 


national awards. 


Elections are too important to narrow the views of per- 


sons to single candidates.

The roof caved in this past week 
for the Andover High hockey team 
as it dropped two close decisions 
in Merrimack Valley School-boy 
Hockey League games at the Mer- 
rimack Valley Forum inBillerica.

Music, A-V 
Budget Cut . 


"You can’t have your cake and 
eat it too!’’ was the theme of the 
budget session of Monday night’s 
school committee meeting, 

Chairman Dr. Richard A. Katz 
led his colleagues in attacking bud- 
gets of school department heads 
who want big increases two years 
in a row, or want to expand se- 
veral areas of their program at 
once. 

The board cut approximately 
$27,000 from the school’s expense 
budget, getting closer to the mil- 
lion they hope to have lopped off 
the more than $5 million request 
budget which the administration 
handed to them in December. 

The committee restored $2,500 
for music textbooks, once they 
were convinced the present supply 
was out-of-date and in short sup- 
ply. But they sharply cut the 
sheet music item, which had been 
increased last year. The theory: 
if textbooks are necessary this 
year, sheet music has to wait. 
Most of the committee viewed the 
request for $9,000 for new 
instruments with real alarm, par- 
ticularly since the music depart- 
ment bought $9,000 of new instru- 
ments last year, when only $6,000 
was budgeted. Katz called for bet- 
ter planning and a choice of prio- 
rities. ‘‘All these programs are 
good, but we can’t affordeverything 
at once.”’ 

Committeeman William A. Do- 
herty explained that the department 
felt it needs the new instruments 
for tonal balance, but the rest of 
the committee decided that tonal 
balance could wait, and cut the new 
instrument budget from $9,000 to 
$3,000. They also’ said that 
while the school could and should 
provide the large expensive instru- 
ments, students could usually be 
asked to buy the smaller ones like 
violins(16 bought last year) and pic- 
colos, requested this year. 

The audio-visual budget came in 
for equal criticism. The request 
budget of $14,700($10, 500 over last 
year’s appropriation) was cut to 
$7,700. 

$12,500 asked for AV equipment 
was cut by the schoolmen to less 
then half, $6,000. 

In other cuts, the high school 
equipment budget of $4,600 was 
made $1,000, and a $10,000 figure 
for maintenance of grounds was 
cut to $3,000. Since the committee 
favors renovating Central School, 
a new hot-top will not be put on 
the play area, but it will be 
patched.

More Land 


For Sanborn 


A planning board’s letter to the 
school committee asking if they 
were interested in the plot of land 
adjoining the Sanborn School got 
prompt action. 

The school committee had just 
last week heard Architect Frank 
Crimp say that updating and ex- 
pansion of this elementary school 
to a 30-room school suitable for 
modern ungraded programs was 
very feasible. 

The schoolmen are replying that 
purchase of land adjoining Sanborn 
for the town is highly advisable. 

They followed up consideration 
of the planning board letter with a 
unanimous vote requesting the town 
to purchase land adjoining this 
school property. The plot the 
planning board referred to lies 
partly between the school and Route 
93 and partly between the school 
and the Internal Revenue Service 
property. 

In another unanimous decision 
they followed the suit of school 
committees of various other towns 
in the state in voting to request 
that the town meeting pass a 
proposal urging the Legislature to 
abolish the teacher tenure law. The 
reasoning of the proposal is that 
the teacher tenure law isno longer 
relevant to the present situation 
where teacher salaries are be- 
coming competitive with industry. 

Charles Donovan, president of 
the Andover Education Associa- 
tion, was present at the meeting 
and did not seem alarmed by the 
issue. He pointed out that only a 
vote of the legislature could abolish 
the teacher tenure law. 

Donovan said that the teacher 
tenure law was not a big issue in 
Andover, where teacher’s rights 
are protected by a contract which 
provides grievance procedures to 
protect the rights of school per- 
somel, 

A letter from Fire Chief Henry 
Hilton informed the School Com- 
mittee and administration that in- 
vestigation of the recent Tewks- 
bury School .fire showed that this 
school’s high jump mats contained 
padding of urethane foam, which 
is highly flammable. Hilton wrote 
that the shredded plastic also 
Spatters as it burns, 

Superintendent Edward I. Erick- 
son told the committee members 
that he had already passed the in- 
formation on to athletic and Phy- 
sical Education Director Donald D, 
Dunn, with instructions to be sure 
that Andover’s mats are not padded 
with urethane foam.
